form the dominant note of 
bo many de­ 
signs, b ut -in am ateur fingers chaos 
would prob ab ly result from the appar­ 
ently simple process and an ugly mud­ 
dled appearance only reward much 
anxious, wasted work. 
Fortunately this season's modes adapt 
themselves kindly to simplicity where 
necessary, especially where skirts are 
concerned. The suitab ility of the real­ 
ly full skirt (not the eused model gored 
to reduce the size of the waist) to mus­ 
lins and kindred m aterials needs no 
demonstration, while the manner In 
which they sub mit to cleansing proc­ 
esses is a m atter for congratulation. 
In the sketch the skirt is pictured 
b earing six small tucks divided in 
groups of three b y a deep b aud of lace 
insertion, guipure or b roderie Anglalse, 
according to taste and circumstances. 
In cutting it is a good plan to allow a 
good four inch turning at the b ottom of 
each gore, which, after the seams are 
pressed, can b e stitched up into a hem 
—for nothing in uulined skirts equals 
a simple b road hem in the Important 
m atter of the b ottom edge, and in this 
special example it not only is the eas­ 
iest method, b ut likewise adds to the 
prettiness of the whole as simulating 
a wide tuck.

The body of a shellfish is invested 
in a soft flap of skin known as the 
“m antle.” 
By the activity of this the 
shell is secreted, a sticky flu id exu des 
from its su rface and qu ickly hardens 
to form horny or calcareou s m atter. 
The salts of lime are chiefly in the 
form of carbonate, bu t there is also a 
percentage of phosphate. 
Only the edge of the m antle Is able 
to m anu factu re the tw o ou ter layers of 
the shell, and repair of Inju ries is en­ 
tirely carried ou t in nacre, or mother- 
of-pearl.

and tong ue parched and 
feverish • 
Occasionally a dog afflicted with hy ­ 
drophobia runs amuck frothing at the 
mouth and snapping at every object 
encountered. 
But there are other 
manifestations of the dread malady , 
and it is a pretty g ood idea to keep 
away from a sick aog . 
Beware of a dog when it becomes 
dull and hides away ; appears restless; 
alway s on the move and prowling ; 
whose 
countenance is solemn and 
sullen; walks with head down like a 
bear. Beware of one tbat barks at 
nothing , when all around is still. 
Be­ 
ware of a dog that scrapes incessantly 
and tears up thing s. Look out for the 
dog which has become too fond of y ou 
and is continually try ing to lick y our 
hands and face. 
Beware, above all, 
of the dog which has difficulty in 
swallowing , which appears to have a 
bone in its throat and one that has 
wandered from home and returns cov­ 
ered with dirt, ex hausted and miser­ 
able.

“ He w ent to b is helpers a t once and 
Inform ed them tha t I w as a prince.

“And during the entire tw elv e miles 
ride I w as treated to the un-Am erican 
experience of seeing the people cov er 
their faces and drop ab jectly to the 
ground in ob eisance and salutation, on­ 
ly daring to look at m e through their pa rt­ 
ed fingers.

W ith all m anner of legends cluster­ 
ing around their history’ and v arious 
reasons giv en b y geologists for their 
presence, the Ringing rocks, tw o milt*» 
north of Pottstow n, Pa., are the great­ 
est n atu ral w onders of M ontgom ery 
county. 
Although 
these rocks and 
b ow lders are scattered ov er a large ex­ 
te n t of territory, there is one place, 
cov ering ov er tw o acres, w here they lie 
so closely together as to suggest tha t 
tha t particular spot w as the center of 
a v olcanic disturb ance tha t rent the 
earth and piled the rocks as theyT are 
today. 
It is the general opinion tha t 
the spot w as once the crater of a v ol­ 
cano. 
A rich, b ell-like tone, produced b y 
striking some of the stones w ith a ham ­ 
mer, explains in part w hy the nam e of 
“R inging rocks” w as giv en them . 
Vis 
Itors carried off some of the sm aller 
stones of unusual m usical quality, b ut 
this practice has b een stopped. 
Located some distance aw ay from 
the m ain deposit of rocks are grotesque 
form ations like the H aystack 
rock, 
looking like a petrified haystack, b ut 
rent from top to b ottom b y a conv ul­ 
sion of n ature w hich prob ab ly also 
m ade it a “leaning tow er.” 
In the 
B ullfrog rock a com pany of soldiers 
could stand, the U m b rella rock could 
shelter tw enty or thirty, and the Stone 
H ouse and Cav e, rising thirty feet in 
height and cov ering half an acre of 
ground, suggests some of the w onders 
of the Yosemite. 
A cav e under the rocks w as pene­ 
trated sev eral years ago b y Dr. W. B. 
Shaner and J. S. B ahr, who upon 
throw ing a stone into an opening could 
hear it rev erb erating for a great dis­ 
tance and then fall into n b ody of wa- 
ter. 
This is surrounded b y m any leg­ 
ends. 
One is tha t rob b ers m ade it 
their rendezv ous and into it carried all 
their plunder, defying pursuers to fol­ 
low. 
Because of the danger of acci­ 
dents to v enturesom e b oys the en­ 
tran ce to the cav e has b een closed.—

w ere b uilt and w hich Professor P etrie 
estim ates to date from 4777 li. C. They 
were iflost prob ab ly constructed from 
tim b er yielded b y a species of palm . 
Oak wood w hen once it has passed a 
certain age b ecomes practically ev er­ 
lasting. 
Ev idence of this is found in 
the roofs of W estm inster hall and of 
the cathedral sit K irkw all, w hich hav e 
lasted alm ost a thousand years. 
A n­ 
cient oak canoes discov ered from tim e 
to tim e yield strong testim ony to this, 
for one thirty-three feet long w as re­ 
cently refloated on the Clyde, prob ab ly 
2,000 years a fte r it w as first made. 
For general durab ility, howev er, oak 
m ust giv e pTace to teak, w hich w hen 
seasoned will neither w arp, crack nor 
shrink. 
It will, indeed, last longer 
than m any kinds of stone, since nei­ 
ther w eather nor w ater affects it in­ 
juriously. 
F ragm ents of teak m any 
thousand years old hav e b een found 
in Indian rock tem ples. 
It is prob a­ 
b ly the m ost durab le m aterial used in 
modern ironclads, w here it is inv alua­ 
b le as b acking to arm or plates and as 
deck sheathing.—London Standard.

O riginally this w ord did not necessa­ 
rily imply shab b y splendor, for Shake­ 
speare In “The W inter’s T ale” has: 
“Come, you prom ised m e a taw dry lace 
and a pair of sw eet glov es.” 
Since his 
day the w ord has long lost Its b etter, 
m eaning and now stands for tilings 
gaudy, in poor taste and of little v alue. 
O thers say that S t A udrey died of a 
sw elling in the throat, w hich she con­ 
sidered a special judgm ent for w earing 
a necklace, and tha t from this legend 
such ornam ents w ere connected w ith 
her nam e and later took on its w orse 
m eaning.—London T elegraph. 


SU G A R FRO M RAGS. 


P r o c c ia k y W h ic h S h r e d d e d V L In e n Is 
T u r n e d in t o G r a p e S n u a r . 
A curiously interesting experim ent 
m ay b e m ade b y slowly adding concen­ 
trated sulphuric acid to half its w eight 
of lint or shredded linen, w hich is then 
pounded in a m ortar and left to stand 
for som e hours. A fterw ard this is rub ­ 
b ed up w ith w ater, w anned and filter­ 
ed, and tlie solution is finally neutral­ 
ized w ith chalk and again filtered. 
The gum m y liquid retains lime, pa rt­ 
ly in the state of sulphate, partly in 
com b ination w ith a peculiar acid, com­ 
posed of the elem ents of sulphuric w ith 
those of the lignine, to w hich the nam e 
sulpb o-lignic acid is giv en. 
If the liquid b efore neutralization is 
b oiled for three or four hours and the 
w ater replaced, the acid ev aporates, 
and the dextrine is entirely changed 
Into grape sugar. 
Linen rags b y this 
process may b e m ade to furnish more 
than their own w eighf of this sub ­ 
stance.— l ’earson’s W eekly.

An an t nest or colony arises from 
eggs laid b y one or m ore “queens.”
